As  a  means  of  quatihng  these  narrow  spaces  as  habitable 
an  architecture  of  surface  is  developed  Here  architecture 
•ppropnates  cultural  imagery  lo  communicate  information 
and  expand  spatial  perceptions  thus  reducing  physical 
determents  of  space  This  forces  a  redefinition  of  space  as 
that  which  occupies  the  volume  between  the  inhabitant  and 
the  surfaces 

This  gives  nse  to  a  revision  in  the  measure  of  space  based 
on  visual  perception  rather  than  physical  reality  The  rela¬ 
tion  between  the  cone  of  projection  of  the  eye  and  the  reso¬
